Through a quastionnaire sent onb all 
ovdr the country, 2,652 clorgyinen rep+ 
yedenting 1,003,300 «communicants. or 
parishioners gavé replies telling at how 
sey fanorils they officiated for the 
year ending Angust 31, 1914; how many 
of thease were dug to tiherculoyis; how 
many living cases of tuberculosis thoy 
now have incthelry parishes, and haw 
many conmunteants or . parishiqners, 
There were 80,708 deaths fron: all caus: 
os reported, showing « death. rate of 
220-6 por 10.000 population, which fs 
conalderably higher than, the ¢orre- 
sponding rate for the ontire country,
